in  Finland  and  Germany.  Reports 
have  come  to  us,  speaking  of  the 
intolerable  hardships  which  those 
in  Germany  are  undergoing.  A 
more  or  less  complete  picture  of 
the  devastation  and  the  outlook 
for  this  winter  have  been  pres¬ 
ented  to  us  by  the  National  Luth* 
eran  Council  and  documented  art¬ 
icles  in  outstanding  Christian 
journals;  all  of  which  clearly  de¬ 
monstrates  that  the  spectre  of 
death  will  reap  his  greatest  har¬ 
vest  of  souls  this  winter.  Already, 
the  rivers  of  Germany  are  filled 
with  the  bodies  of  those  who,  ra¬ 
ther  than  face  the  tortures  of  men 
and  nature,  have  taken  their  own 
lives.  So  many  corpses  hang  in  i 
trees  and  lie  about  that  all  at- 1 
tempts  to  bury  this  vast  number 
have  foiled.  Epidemics  and  star¬ 
vation  are  already  sweeping  these 
countries  and  conditions  will  grow 
worse  “unless  relief  reaches  these 
stricken  peoples. 

Therefore  in  view  of  this 
tragic  situation,  the  Iowa  Dis¬ 
trict  of  the  American  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  has  opened  a 
special  campaign  to  gather 
funds  with  which  to  aid  our 
foreign  brethren.  This  aid  is 
not  to  be  a  part  of  Lutheran 
World  Action  althoueh  the 
congregations  will  receive  cre¬ 
dit  tmvards  that  campaign. 

All  gifts  should  be  In  the 
hands  of  your  minister  by 
December  10  of  this  year.  The 
council  will  rush  them 
to  needy  centers  In  Europe.
